the townspeople made so strong a re­ 
sistance that he was obliged to desist 
and even to remove the electoral cou rt 
from Heidelberg to Mannheim.—Lon­ 
don Mail.

Longer canals have been 
unade.

Digging through a mountain 
frange is a new pro|H>sitiou. 
1*» Les- 
» eps w as successful in m ak ing the Suez 
w aterw ay. 
Yet lit' fell down on Puna- 
ma. 
It rem ains for Uncle Sam to do 
w ha t F rance failed to do. 
Will he suc­ 
ceed? 
Who, k nowing his history and 
spirit, can doubt it? 
If faith, grit 
and determ ination can overcome the 
passive resistance of nature he will 
overcom e. 
He has conquered a conti- 
¡nent, won in five w ars and for the first 
tim e in history has made representa­ 
tiv e governm ent 
a 
shining suece-s. 
W hat is the mere constructing of a ca­ 
nal fifty miles long to com pare with 
these 
larger 
accom plishm ents? 
Of 
» course lie will win. The American peo- 
flple are a unit ou this undertak ing, and

the will and the consciousness of abili­ 
ty to perform . The Panam a canal wii, 
be built. 
The nation is pledged to 
Teach tha t goal. 
It has sot its hand t ■ 
the task , and every American shoo”,' 
have too much pride in ills country to 
see it fail. 


World’s Great Highway . 


Almost since the discovery of the 
new world men have dream ed of unit 
ing the tw o oceans. 
The scheme was 
definitely broiu-hed in the early part of 
the sixteenth century. 
Now, in the be 
ginning of the tw entieth, the thing Is 
to be done. A problem large enough to 
engross the attention of men for -*00 
years is large enough for a great nation 
to undertak e. 
A result that will bene­ 
ficially affect the com m erce of the en­ 
tire earth is sufficiently im portant that 
no possible effort should he neglected 
for 
its 
accom plishm ent 
Prophetic 
m inds have foreseen that some day, 
and no very distant day at that, the 
greatest civilization 
the 
world 
has 
k nown is to fringe the shores of the 
Pacific. 
T hat ocean, rather than the 
A tlantic, is to he the w orld’s great 
highway. 
The Panam a canal will be 
the gate to the Pacific, and w ith its 
com pletion it will open the door to a 
new era. 
These are the larger aspects of the 
case, and a thing is never really seen 
until it is seen at its b e st 
It Is from 
this higher viewpoint tha t the Ameri­ 
can people should behold the under­ 
tak ing 
The vexatious details of sani­ 
tation, engineering, shaping of rivers 
and digging the w aterw ay m ust of 
course 
be 
encountered. 
But 
these 
should never obscure from our sight 
the final goal 
This is really a great 
thing we have set out to do. 
It will 
benefit all m ank ind. 
It will be a mile 
post tu history. 
It will m ak e for the 
future. 
W hat are a few com parative­ 
ly small obstacles that fNey should 
stand lu the way of this larger good? 


Pacific Civilization. 
It is not w ithout interest tha t much 
of American history for the last decade 
has had to do with this future Pa<ifl-’ 


civilization. 
O ur part in the Philip­ 
pines, in H aw aii, in China, in settling 
the R usso-Japanese w ar and in the 
Panam a canal all look s in this direc­ 
tion. The opening of Alask a, the Lew ­ 
is and Clark exposition, the building 
up of our Pacific ports, w hat are all 
these but parts of the sam e general 
schem e? W alt W hitm an, w ith his cos­ 
mic vision, saw m uch of this thing that 
is now shaping. 
Perhaps John Hay. 
w ith his farsighted statesm anship, had 
the sam e object In view. 
A t any rate, 
it is plainly coming, and in bringing it 
ubout no one step will be more im por­ 
ta nt than the construction of the P ana­ 
ma canal. 
Passing from the general to the pa r­ 
ticular, the present statu s of the work 
on the canal can be simply told. There 
are about 10,000 men now employed, 
m ost of whom are engaged In the ac­ 
tual digging of the big ditch. 
The lar­ 
gest force of these is at work on w hat 
is k nown as the Culebra cut, which 
w as started by the French under I>e 
Lesseps. This cut is across the m oun­ 
tains, where the largest am ount of ex­ 
cavating m ust be done. 
The canal 
crosses the range at its lowest point, 
but even at this the hills are In the 
neighliorbood of 300 feet above the 
level of the sea. 
The French cut dow n 
about half of the way, and the Ameri­ 
cans have tak en up the work w here 
they left off. 
Now all this may look 
easy on paper, but that first 150 feet 
exhausted the French nation—or tha t 
and the clim ate and the grafting alto­ 
gether did it—and that was the least 
difficult end of the work . 
Digging out 
the bottom of a mountain range is a 
harder proposition than digging out 
the top of it. and it is the bottom half 
of the contract that wTe have ou our 
hands. 
No Time Being Lost 
The sink ing of that other 150 feet Is 
not all that will have to he done, how­ 
ever, for the ditch Itself m ust he at 
least forty feet In depth. 
This is sup­ 
posing of course tha t the canal is to 
be a sea level affair, a point tha t is by 
no m eans settled. 
Most of the engi­ 
neers favor that plan, hut congress 
m ust mak e the decision. 
It is estim at­ 
ed that, it would tak e $80,000,000 more 
to build a sea level canal than one with 
lock s a t the sixty foot, level, and It is 
practically ceitain that it will not go 
above the sixty foot level. 
It will also 
require at least tw o years’ additional 
tim e. 
The work that is now being 
done is such tha t would have to be 
done w hatever the level. Thus no tim e 


tropica l native to C \ and that is to pro 
vide for proper sew» :-* in the tow ns 
and cities; second, the;.* have got pure, | 
fresh w ater from the m ountains; third, | 
they have provided proper rules and 
regulations for protecting the physical 
j wellbeing of em ployees; fourth, they j 
have provided suitable hospitals an 1 
1 medical attendance. The result is that , 
the death rate is only an infinitesim al 
part of w hat it w as under the Frem :i ; 
i regime. 


Immense Progress Male. 
Another great 
work done by the 
Am erican commissions has been in 
look ing after the proper housing and 
feeding of the mi a. 
This has been a 
gigantic task iu itself, but is now well 
under way. 
Th u there is a railroad 
to run, which belongs to Uncle Sam, 
as well as a steam ship line from Colon 
to New V 
:. 
Th" railw ay proper is 
only about forty-five miles long, but it « 
iias num erous spurs and sidetrack s : 
am ounting to about 2 
»m> miles in all. 
j 
Then there has l» eeu all the French 
machine y, much of which had beeu al- t 
lowed to ru st and go to ruin, to reno- i 
vate or throw into the scrap heap, as 
the ease seemed to w arrant. 
In addi­ 
tion to ail of this, there has been an 
Immense am ount of surveying to do. 
All these different departm ents of the 
work are organized, and imm ense prog­ 
ress has been m ade under each head. 
Tak en all in all, there Is nothing dis­ 
couraging in the situation up to date. 
The only tiling-, that can defeat the 
work or very m aterially retard it are 
red tape and grafting, and the presi­ 
dent has shown a very vigorous tend ­ 
ency to discourage both. H e seems to 
think that the only way to dig a canal 
is to dig it, and as he is the boss of 
the whole job it may reasonably be ex­ 
pected tha t the dirt will fly. 


About Fifty Miles Long. 


The canal w inds som ew hat and is 
forty-five miles in length. 
W ith the 
dredging in the 
sea it will be about 
fifty miles all told. 
So far as the 
plans have been perfected, it will prob­ 
ably he 150 feet wide a t the bottom 
and at least forty feet deep. 
If built 
a t the sixty foot level several lock s 
will he necessary. 
If at sea level one 
lock only will he required. 
This one 
lock , which will he near the Pacific 
entrance, will be for the 
purpose of 
shutting out the high tides on the P a ­ 
cific side, the variation there bein’; 
tw enty feet as against only about four 
feet on the A tlantic side. 
The two 
entrances to the big ditch will he near

The cut through the m ountains is on- 
| ly a sm all part of the work .

, tion, many dam s have to he made, and 
! one river that occasionally goes on a 
ram page will either have to he domes- 
J ticated or persuaded to go in some oth- 
| er direction. 
One proposition is to 
| dig a tunnel through the m ountains 
| and mak e this river run into the other 
j ocean. But, then, turning an adult riv­ 
er from -one ocean to another is only a 
I trilling proposition for your Uncle Sam ­ 
uel to tack le. 
As for the dam s, the 
contem plated one at Bohio is to l» e

j a dam that is not founded on the e te r­ 
nal rock is lik e the house built on the 
sand. 
It would fall, and great would 
be the fail of it.

One of the chief difficulties w ith 
which the French had to contend was 
the clim ate. 
P anam a is hot, m alarial. 
*Mamp. discouraging and generally a 
tough proposition for civilized w hite 
men to ruu up against. 
As for the na ­ 
tives, they are used to it, and they are 
I so generally no account tha t it does 
not much m atter as to them . They are 
too lazy to dig a ditch even for sew ­ 
age, much less a ship canal. 
So it Is 
absolutely necessary for Anglo-Saxons 
to do the work or a t least to oversee it. 
As before stated, it w as the clim ate 
and grafting tha t queered the French.

engineers say eight years for the sixty 
foot level and ten years for the sea 
level canal. 
To do the thing actually 
may tak e longer. 
The American peo­ 
ple m ust m ak e up their minds to see 
the thing through w hatever tim e is 
needed. The sam e holds true as to ex­ 
pense. 
The engineers have figured on 
$230,000,000 for a sea level ditch and 
considerably less for a lock canal. 
It 
may be more than that. It is one thing 
to build on paper and another to build 
on earth. 
But the American people 
have m ade up their m inds to stay by 
the task regardless of expense—provid­ 
ed alw ays that the money does not go 
into the capacious pock et of the grafter.

R eco u nts M any In terestin g Far ts C o ncerning Co ntro v ersy o i G rand 
D eto ur and D ay sv ili e R o ads. 


This morning when approached by a 
representativ e of the E 
en t n g T el e ­ 


g r a p h C. F. Ball, commissioner of 
highway s in Dix on township, gav e ou t 
the following interv iew concerning 
the controv ersy which has arisen in 
regard to tbe Grand Detou r and Day s- 
v iiie road s. 
It appears that in 19 04 a petition 
was filed with the town clerk, pray ing 
that at the April election the people 
be permitted to v ote on tbe q u estion 
of raising tax of forty cents on one 
hu nd red d ollars for the pu rpose of 
macad amizing 
the 
Grand 
Detou r 
arid 
Day sv ille 
road s, 
and 
that 
the 
remaind er of the money 
be 
u sed 
toward s 
macad amizing 
the 
Day sv ille 
road . 
Tbe 
proposition 
was carried at the election 
and 
the money collected as a part of the 
tax of 19 05. 
Mr. Ball on Ju ly 7, 19 05, 
receiv ed the balance of tbe money 
thu s 
v oted 
and collected . 
Then 
notice was giv en that sealed bid s for 
grad ing 
and macad amizing of the 
Grand Detou r road wou ld be receiv ed 
on Jnly 3, 15105; that bid s were receiv ­ 
ed on the said d ay and that W. Rink’s 
bid for macad amizing tbe Grand De­ 
tou r road was 88c per cu bic y d . and 
his grad ing he wou ld d o the work at 
cost. James Dev ine bid for macad a­ 
mizing was 11.15 per cu bic y d and the 
grad ing at 10c per cu bic y d . 
The 
Du ffy and Hu board bid was for *1.25 
per cu bic y d . for the macad aming, 
and 00c a rod for the grad ing. 
The commissioners 
award ed the 
contract to W. Rink 
Whereu pon J 
Dev ine serv ed notice in the following 
langu age: “ To the Commissioners of 
Highway s in the town of Dix on, I 
hereby enter objection to y ou r enter­ 
ing into contract with W 
Rink for 
the macad amizing and grad ing of the 
GraDd Detou r road for the reason that 
it is not cODformatory to the law.” 
The specific objection that a bid can 
not be word ed , “ to d o work at cost.” 
T eat the bid mu st be ex pressed at 
money v alu e. 
The grad ing on the 
Grand Detou r road wou ld cost abou t 
two hu nd red d ollars 
It follows that 
becau se of Rink’s bid to d o aoou t $200 
worth of work at cost, was not in 
strict compliance with the law. 
Ad ­ 
v antage was taken of the same, 
fo l­ 
lo we d by the serv ing of the foregoing 
cotioe. Tae commissioners su bmit­ 
ted the q u estion to their attorney , J. 
W. Watts, who ad v ised that tbe bid s 
were irregu lar; whereu pon the com­ 
missioners rejected all the bid s. 
Du r­ 
ing the d elay citizens raised the q u es­ 
tion as to whether there is a legal 


road at the place proper 
y kno wn as 
the Grand Detou r road , and if there is 
not su ch a road , the commissioners 
cou ld not ex pend money thereon. 
Again the commissioners su bmitted 
the legal q u estioo to their attorney , 
who u pon ex amination fou nd that a 
road had been laid ou t in that locality 
in 1852. The q u estion arose whether 
the road now trav eled is in the same 
place as the road laid ou t in 1852. The 
commissioners’ attorney and compe­ 
tent su rv ey or inv estigated the matter 
It was fou nd by inv estigation that 
nearly all the road as laid ou t in 1852 
is now enclosed within field s ana is 
hard ly trav eled at all; and that the 
present road was nev er laid ou t and 
that some parts hav e not been trav ­ 
eled long enou gh to establish a rou te. 
Some citizeos insist that the maca­ 
d amizing be d one on the road as laid 
ou t in 1852, others want the rou te as 
now trav eled . And they respectiv ely 
threaten 
inju nction 
su its if their 
v iews are not followed , with the re. 
su it that sev eral legal q u estions hav e 
ari-en 
1. 
Is there a legal road in that lo 
caiity ? 
2. And if so, where is It located ? 
These q u estions are beirg inv esti­ 
gated by the commissioners. 
Now 
they are confronted by the claim of 
a certain person that the law prohib­ 
its grad ing after the first of Septem­ 
ber of each y ear. 
Again the commis­ 
sioners were compelled to seek legal 
ad v ice. 
They were ad v ised that sec­ 
tion 9 of chapter 12 on su bject of 
Road s and Brid ges among other m at­ 
ters prov id es as 
follows: 
Grad ing 
shall be d one before September 1, 
each y ear. 


The commissioners were informed 
that It is a general ru le of interpreta­ 
tion that when two statu tes with a 
general su bject matter mu st be con­ 
stru ed together, and 
therefor the 
cou rts may hold that the abov e pro­ 
v ision applies to hard road s 
that 
grad ing mu st be d one before Sep­ 
tember 1. 
It will be seen from the 
foregoing facts that tbe commissioners 
ad v ertised for and receiv ed tbe bid s 
fou r or fiv e d ay s before the last of 
the money came into their hand s. 
And that from tha t time to the pres­ 
ent time they hav e been barrassed 
and d elay ed by legal q u estions, u ntil 
it is now too late to complete the 
work this fall. 
Howev er, the com­ 
missioners arelwilling to ad v ertise for 
bid s and go on with the work as fast 
as the legal complications will permit.

S. H. Bethea and C. B. Morrison, an 
ad d ed interest is brou ght ou t tod ay 
in the Knowled ge that Moritz Rosen­ 
thal, another Dix on man, wGl rep'- 
resent the packers and will be pitted 
against District Attorney Morrison in 
tbe trial. 
Attacking as “illegal and incom­ 
petent’' the fed eral grand ju ry which 
retu rned the ind ictments against the 
so-called beef tru st, cou nsel for the 
Chicago packers accu sed of v iolating 
the Sherman law and of conspiring 
in restraint of trad e mad e answer 
to the charges at a late hou r y ester­ 
d ay by filing pleas in abatement with 
District Attorney 
C. B. 
Morrison 
which are eq u iv alent to a motion to 
q u ash tbe ind ictments. 
The d ocu ­ 
ment, consisting of twenty ty pewrit­ 
ten pages, has y et to be filed with the 
clerk of the d istrict cou rt, au d this 
will be d one tod ay . 


CLAIMS ILLEGALITY. 
A sy nopsis of the entire plea was 
prepared by Attorney Miller as fol­ 
lows: 
1. Tnat the grand ju rors were se­ 
lected and d rawn by the commission­ 
ers from a part only (the northern d i­ 
v ision) of the northern d istrict of 
Illinois. 
2. T hat one of the ju rors, John 
Mu rray , was a resid ent of Kankakee 
Cou nty in the eastern d istrict of Illi­ 
nois, and not of tbe northern d istrict 
of Illinois, as constitu ted by tbe act 
of 19 05. Also that Mu rray was rot 
properly serv ed with a v enire or su m­ 
mons to appear; that be was su m- 
mond by the marshal of the northern 
d istriot o? Illinois in tne eastern d is­ 
trict of Illinois and not in the north­ 
ern d istrict. 
3.That the grand ju ry was not pu blic 
ly d rawn: that knowled ge of tbe time 
and place of d rawing was withheld 
and concealed from the pu blic, in­ 
clu d ing the d efend ants, by the officers 
charged with tbe d u ty of d rawing 
the ju rors, and that the names of the 
grand ju rors when d rawn were with­ 
held and concealed u ntil 
they were 
impaneled , althou gh d iv ers req u ests 
were mad e for a d isclosu re of tbe time 
and place of the d rawing and of the 
names of the ju rors when d rawn. 
4. T hat a stenographer was pres­ 
ent in the grand ju ry room and took 
notes of tbe testimony of the wit­ 
nesses, and that said 
notes 
were 
ty pewritten by 
others ou t of the 
presence of tbe ju rors, and that a 
transcript of the testimony and an 
alleged abstract thereof were fu r­ 
nished to the grand ju ry and u sed 
5. That the Ind ictment, which was 
fou nd by a ju ry sitting for the north­ 
ern d iv ision of the northern d istrict 
of Illinois, was not retu rned in the 
d istrict cou rt for said northern d iv is­ 
ion, bu t, as shown by the record , was 
retu rned in the d istrict cou rt for the 
eastern d iv ision before Ju d ge Bethea, 
and that Ju d ge Bethea was not a 
d istrict ju d ge for the northern d iv is­ 
ion, or for the d iv ision or d istrict 
for which the ind ictment was fou nd 
and retu rned .

This is the prophecy 
of a man who has spent thirty-s.x 
years in China au d hopes to end his 
days there. 
It is that of the Rev. Dr. 
T. Richard, with whom I had an in­ 
teresting conversation recently in Lon­ 
don, writes a member of the London 
Daily News staff. 
“China will be greater than Japan 
within half a centu ry,” the doctor de­ 
clared, still in prophetic vein. The past 
history of China, considered with the 
remark able movements now matu ring 
there, bears me ou t. 
China has held 
together a larger nu mber of people 
than you find in any other nation in 
the world. 
It has done that for over 
2,000 years. 
That means great pow­ 
ers of organization. 
Now that China 
is adopting new methods you will find 
it will still be able to hold together 
iu face of all the world.” 
“By u se of arm s?” 
“Well, China is determined to de­ 
velop along the same lint« as Japan. 
The Chinese are prepared to modify 
their laws and cu stoms. 
They are 
she slowly and with great care look ed j going to learn everything they can 
u s over. 
I cou ld see that her inspec-, from western civilization. 
In thirty 
tiou more or less satisfied her, bu t she years’ time, having learned all that 
said she ‘didn’t k now,’ she wou ld ‘havej Eu ropeans can teach them, they will 
to see.’ and, tu rning, she went back ' get rid of their teachers, as Japan has. 
Then you will see them rise ahead of 
Japan and become as powerfu l a na­ 
tion as any iu Eu rope.” 
“Is Japan nu rsing them?” 
“To some extent she is. 
The Japa­ 
nese have for ten years been organiz­ 
ing an Asiatic leagu e. 
This leagu e is 
not only identified with China, bu t with 
all the nations of Asia. 
Statesmen 
from Siam. India and Persia, as well 
as from China, are influ enced by the 
leagu e and visit Japan solely in con­ 
nection with its objects.” 
“Which are”— 
“To resist the west with its own 
weapons, bu t with an arm y far su ­ 
perior iu nu mbers. The people of Asia 
are sieji of the white peril. 
The arro­ 
gance of Eu ropeans has become u n­ 
bearable to them. 
China feels this 
more k eenly than the other Asiatic na­ 
tions. 
The Boxer rising was bu t an 
expression of that feeling. 
That re­ 
bellion tau ght the Chinese they cou ld 
do nothing against Eu ropean armies 
withou t Eu ropean methods. They will 
not rise against the Eu ropeans again 
u ntil they have learned w hat the Jap­ 
anese have learned. 
Au d then as a 
great power they will ou tclass the 


into the hou se.

to help your child earn the “ C erti­ 
ficate or H on or,” which th e school 
authorities award a pupil, a t the en d 
of th e year, for havin g been n either 
absen t n or tard y. 
T he certificate is a han d som e on e, 
w orthy of preservation , an d in some 
homes on e may n ow see it, framed , 
an d han gin g on the wall. 
B ut the value lies n ot in itself, but 
in w hat it stan d s for. 
I t m ean s th a t 
for a whole school year, through shin e 
or rain , through heat or cold , an d al- 
through h ealth or sickn ess, your child 
has been a t an appoin ted place at the 
appoin ted tim e. 
I t in d icates ju st th a t quality in 
him . which 
will make him worth 
som ethin g to th e world . 
I t in d icates 
th a t he is reliable; th a t he can be 
d epen d ed upon ; th a t men 
will be 
seekin g his services when others, who 
can n ot be so relied upon , are passed 
by, or are d ischarged . 
Isn ’t it worth 
while to help your child build up such 
a character? 
Now comes th e special reason for 
j th is article. 
L ast Frid ay m orn in g, in 
jooly th e se o n d week of the school year 
j forty-on e child ren were out of school 
i w ith n o b etter excuse th an th a t their 
j paren ts had perm itted them to stay 
out bo w atch th e parad e.

forty-on e child ren were taken out of 
the hon or list, from the very s ta rt 
T he child ren who came to school 
regularly th a t morn in g lost n othin g 
, W hen the tim e came, they were d is­ 
missed to see th e parad e, an d d id n ot 
forfeit th eir stan d in g.

L et me explain the practice of the
